SEVERAL CLAIMS JUMPED. 

We have boon placed in possession of 
several letters from the heart of tho Cas- 
siar gold diggings, all of which speak 
hopefully of the prosiiGCts. Tho gouoral 
impression is that a groat gold liold has 
been discovered; but tho writers, almost 
to a man, doelaro that thore are already 
too many men on tho spot and that work 
cannot bo succossfully prosecuted until 
May. A fow had hit upon tho expedient 
of thawing out the ground; and 
washing it in rockers, and wore makings 
from $10 to §30 per day. 

Right back of Rath Bros.' claim on 
Deas Lake, Pat. Kolly struck valuable 
hill diggings. Several othor parties had 
got good creek claims. 

Mr. NVm. Jeffrey writes to Mr. Charles 
RoblQson from the H. B.<Ods. Wrt on 
Stickeen River, datod 19th March. The 
writer says that he and H.Saunders and W. 
Bradou had overcome great dillicultiea. 
Tho frost was severe "one half the pot 
boiling while the other half froze." Tlie 
difliculties encountered in reaching Cari- 
boo in early days were nothing to those 
enoounterod on tho Stiokeop. The snow 
was 10 feet in places; and two or throe 
trips had to bo made to gat tho stuff uji on 
dogsloda. TLo weather was cliungiiig 
and a tliaw had sot in. Taylor and Clarko 
were left bahind; but tho writer and party 
"stood tho hardships liko bricks," and 
had overtaken some men who left Victor- 
ia six days before thorn. Several minors 
woro at the fort, sick or frostbitten; Mr. 
White a*, the fort was very kind to all. 

A letter from a miner on Deas Lake 
says that ho hsd been out prospecting. 
Snow covered ororything and tho ground 
was frozen, but fires wore built and tho 
pay-dirt thawed. Good prospects were 
had. Several large pieces of gold wore 
found in the dirt. The writer says the 
country is rich. 

Peter Cargotioh writes to Mr. Grancini 
under date of loth March from Doas 
Greek. He says he had scoured a claim 
that prospected from ten cents to 81 50 to 
tho pan and thinks mining operations 
will commenee about tho lat of May. Al- 
lan Grant of Glengarry, Canada, ditd in 
Cargotitoh's cabin. His complaint was 
heart digoase. Ho had just returned from 
a prospecting tour and was tolling about 
a rich claim he had disoorarad .when . he 
fell over dead. Thera wore some 400 men 
in tho diggings.

Tho Now York papers aro talking of 
"the seces.sion movement" in British Col- 
umbia, founding tlicir argument upon:a 
recent event in Victori,*. Qn an early 
day of tha present month a or'owd of . citi- 
zens "numbering above 1000 i^ersons," 
marched to tho Parliamentary buildings 
to present a i)otition. The Ministry, it is 
said, applied for a gunboat to be station- 
ed at tho Government buildings, but the 
Commodore of tho fleet refused the ap- 
plication. There was no occasion, how- 
over, for alarfli. Tho prooession marched 
to and from tho Government buildings in 
the most orderly manner, and although 
there was a large police force at hand, no 
disturbance aroso. Tho object of tho pe- 
titioners was to iprotcst against certain 
proposed arrangements being made be- 
tween British Columbia and tho Domin- 
ion Government "until the scheme of tho 
late iMackonzio Ministry for the altera- 
tion of tho Terms of Union shall be mado 
known." One of the terms on which the 
Dopondencv gave its adhesion to tho Act 
of Confodoration was "a distinct under- 
standing th.al it was to bo connectetl with 
tho rest of tho Union by a trans-conli- 
nentat railway. There now seens to bo 
some clitliuulty in carrying out tho ar- 
rangement, tho view of tho Canadian 
Government on tho subject being doubt- 
ful. Still there is no ground for the con- 
ulusion of the Now York papers. Tho 
latest telegrams do notconfiria thom, and 
wo may infor v,-ith as mueh regard to 
truth, that England is liopublican at 
heart because Mr. Geo. Odgcr occasional- 
ly attracts a crowd in Trafalgar-square, 
as that the di.ilant doj)oiidency which 
only last year gavo its adhesion to tho 
Act of Confederation is about to sipocde 
bocauso a thousand peaceable citizens 
uarcli in procession to present a petition.

"If it should turn out to bo tliat the Ca- 
nadian Government has really formed tho 
desitrn attributed to it, wo can under- 
stwd.and to a large extent sympa'h so with 
tno position of British Columbiana. Tho 
suspension of the Pacific Railway i» a 
clear breach of contract with Britiiih Col- 
umbia, of which its ])ooplo liiive full right 
to complain. Tho allornativo design at- 
tributed to Mr. IMackoiizio, which aims at 
a junction of the Canadian with tho Amer- 
ican Trans-Continental system, ia tome- 
thing still worse, of which all thoso wlio 
aro concerned in tlio maintenance of the 
Confederation, as well as thoso who de- 
sire to see Canada dovolo[)o in a direction 
apart from the United States, ore bound
